Officials of Bourbon Post, Ameri- 
can Legion, have received a commu- 
nication from Dr. A. T. McCormick, 
of Bowling Green, head of the De- 
partment of Rehabilitation of the 
American Legion of Kentucky, stat- 
ing that a physician will be ap- 
pointed in every county in the 
State, whose duty it will be to care 
for all ex-service men in need of 
medical attention.
